2. Regarding claims 1, 9, and 11, Solve (US 6,353,645) teaches 
a synchronization protecting and setting system for signals 
received in a radio base station (col. 3 lines 17-19) . 

Solve teaches a first means for generating a first 
detecting window (uncertainty window, coarse synchronization, 
col. 6 lines 54 - 62), which covers a position of a 




controller 
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predetermined pattern (col. 10 lines 30-44, training sequence) 
provided in a reception signal received at the radio station. 

Solve teaches a second means for generating a second 
detecting window, which covers the position of the predetermined 
pattern within the first detecting window (uncertainty window, 
fine synchronization, col. 6 line 63 - col. 7 line 7) . 

Solve teaches a means for detecting the predetermined 
pattern in the first or second detecting window (fig. 5 box 86, 
C satisfies the threshold criteria, col. 10 lines 48-51) . 

Solve teaches a means for resetting the position of the 
second detecting window relative to the first window 
(uncertainty window adjusted, col. 6 line 63 - col. 7 line 6) 
under a predetermined condition (estimated error from coarse 
synchronization, col.

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Regarding claim 10 , Solve teaches a synchronization 
apparatus provided in a radio base station (col. 3 lines 17-19). 

Solve teaches a first window generator for generating a 
first synchronized word detecting window (coarse 
synchronization, col. 6 lines 54 - 62), which covers a position 
of a predetermined pattern (col. 10 lines 30-44 , training 
sequence) provided in a reception signal received at the radio 
station. 

Solve teaches a synchronized word detector (col. 10 lines 
3 0 - 44) for detecting a synchronized word (training sequence, 
col. 10 lines 30 - 44) present in a received signal within the 
first synchronized word detecting window. 

Although, Solve teaches a second window generator for 
generating a second synchronized word detecting window, which 
covers the position of the synchronized word detected by the 
synchronized word detector (fine synchronization, col. 6 line 63 
- col. 7 line 7), the reference does not state as is within the 
same time period as the first synchronized word detecting 
window. Solve states that following the coarse synchronization, 
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a fine synchronization is performed (col. 6 line 63 - col. 7 
line 3) . 

Furthermore, nothing in the prior art of the record teaches 
or fairly suggests a synchronized word detector outputting a 
synchronized word detecting pulse, a pulse generator for 
outputting a detecting pulse according to an AND condition of 
the synchronized word detecting pulse and the second 
synchronized word detecting window, and a register for resetting 
the position of the second synchronized word detecting window as 
related to the first synchronized word detecting window under a 
predetermined condition, in view of the prior art teachings of 
Solve, in combination with all the other limitations listed in 
the claim.
